March—Science. 
April—Municipal Aesthetics. 
He stated that these topics could 


be changed if the club so desired. The 
November topic would be handled at 
the People' Lecture course next month 
by an eminent authority ana the grow- 
ing interest In the subject .made it 
one to be discussed. 
Our own state's 


proposed caucus law came under the 
December head and also the situation 
in North Carolina. 
Lincoln's birthday 


being the day chosen for tho February 
meeting furnished' a topic. 


• Rev Walter A. Hail was 
chosen 


leader of the' November 
meeting. 


William Smith was cnosen leader of 
the February meeting and invited to 
secure; if possible, Geo. R. Peck, a 
former Janesville boy, to deliver his 
celebrated lecture on Abraham Lin- 
coln. 


On motion of T. S. Nolan the report 


of the program committee was adopt- 
ed. 


Malcolm O. Mouat was the first 


speaker of the evening and.had for 
his topic of the "Chinese Question" 
International Phases. 
It was a diffi- 


cult 4uestion to handle as there were 
no established precedents and it was 
only in the last fifty ^or sixty years 
that consuls haa been. established, 
before that time everything had been 
handled by the East India Company. 
Since that time each war had opened 
up the country to commercial inter- 
ests. 
The war of 1860 and the Jap- 


anese war of more recent date were 
the most important. 
These wars had 


shown China was unabie to successfully 
cope with other nations and they had 
taken what territory they wished nec- 
essitating a change. 


Arthur M. Fisher handled the ques- 


tion of "Government" the "Dowager 
Empress" and the Boxer Movement." 
He told how .each officer was elected 
and the greatness of .his "power. As 
near as he could find out the govern- 
ment was in bad shape. 


The topic of Missions and Mission- 


aries was presented on two sides. 
Some thought the efforts to Chris- 
tianize were • unwise and 
others 


that if it was Christianized it would be 
by the -missionaries. 


T. O. Howe handled the first phase 


of the question and took for example 
the efforts made to Christianize the 
American Indians. He considered that 
the Indians were worse off today than 
ever. 
The Chinese have a religion 


older than ours that they are faithful 
to. 
He thought that uhe missionaries 


were working in a barren land. 


Rev. J. T. Henderson of the Presby- 


terian church was assigned the other 
side of the topic. 
He thought with- 


out the aid. of the missionaries we 
should never have heard of the Chi- 
nese question of ..oday. 
The Cath- 


olics had done great work in China 
and we should feel proud of it. It 
was claimed the uprising was caused 
by missionaries. 
He did not consider 


the uprising against the missionaries, 
because they were missionaries, but 
because they were foreigners. 


Dr. L.JL. Leslie had a fine article on 


Industrial, educational and moral con- 
ditions add possibilities of the Chi- 
nese. 


Dr Eaton of Beloit College was the 


club's guest last evening and-spoke on 
The Relations of the United States and 
China. 
He and his wife had visited 


^China two years ago and he spoke 
from experience. 
His 
statements 


were clear and concise and extremely 
interesting. 
He also 
answered a 


number of questions asked him in re- 
gard to China.

NATIONAL BANKS. 


Secretary Gage in a recent article 


on National Banks and what it would 
mean to repeal the national banking 
act, said: 


"At the present time the bonded 


debt of the United States amounts in 
rountl numbers to 1,000 millions. 
Of 


this total, 1330,000,000 is now owned 
by the national banks. 
All the other 


banks of the country (outside of sav 
ings banks and loan and trust com 
panies) own only $8,000,000. 
Repeal 


the national banking act and there 
•would be no special motive for the na- 
tional banks to continue their invest- 
ments in United States bonds. 
They 


would naturally Dispose of their hold- 
ings, or a large proportion thereof. 
What they would thus sell would be 
added to the market supply, with a 
seriously depressing' influence upon 
the price of our securities. 
If it 


made no difference to the treasury 
when it had>;no need to borrow, that 
difference would be experienced in a 
higher rate of interest, whenever the 
public need should require such bor- 
rowing. 
The vaiue of the factor here 


suggested cannot oe specifically stat- 
ed, but that it has been very great is 
clearly perceptible.- The fact that the 
United States bonds as an investment 
security yield a lower rate of interest 
to the investor than do the bonds ol 
any other nation cannot toe accounted 
for by the operation of any other per- 
ceptible influence than the one just in- 
dicated."
